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Officials Hoping To Pay Off Building Debt 


The Plano Chamber of Commerce 
has undertaken a massive capital 
fund drive which is designed to pay off 
the organization’s building debt of 
close to $65,000 in three years or less. 
In a special meeting Tuesday night, 
leaders of the drive met to discuss the 
fund-raising 
m ethod, 
w hich— 
according to spokesm an F o rrest 
Moore—will be done by “selling’’ 


individual rooms in the Chamber’s 
building, located at 1200 E. 15th St., to 
Chamber members and other citizens. 
A total of IO categorical divisions 
have been formed under the general 
chairmanship of rancher-cattleman- 
banker-developer Joe M archm an, 
who will be utilizing more than 15 
divisional chairmen. 
Included in the organized divisions 


a re R ealtors, developers builders- 
services-businesses, financial com­ 
m unity, professional com m unity, 
re sta u ra n ts and country clubs, 
m anufacturers and processors, Hunt 
P ro p erties, and independent in­ 
surance agencies. 
The tenth division is a special o n e- 
founders. According to Moore, the 
Founders Division is set up to receive 
donations from persons or families 
who have played a part in Plano’s 
growth for many years 
“ However, we also want to seek in 
this category, donations from those 
who wish to recognize founding or 
pioneer families who are no longer 
here,” he went on to say 
The drive 
will 
be 
conducted 
throughout the month of September, 
and drive workers will be soliciting 
pledges from all Chamber members 
Each Chamber member will be asked 
to contribute a suggested amount, 
with that amount being donated to the 
Chamber’s building fund in three 
equal payments, stretched over a 2 * 2' 
year period. 
“We will be asking people to give us 
a check with the initial pledge this 
month so that we can meet our first 
payment, which is due Oct. 2,” CofC 
executive vice president 
H arry 
Thompson explained “Then the next 
pledge payment will be sought shortly 
after the first of the year, with the 
third payment coming during the first 
part of 1978 ” 
Thompson went on to explain that 
all donations or pledges will be tax 
deductible 
One of the bonuses of pledging funds 
to the drive is that all donors will be 
recognized through the placement of 
bronze 
plaques 
in 
each 
of 
the 
Chamber rooms. Moore said

Residents of foster homes 
give the provider a portion of 
their check and the State 
subsidizes that with $3 per 
day The average income for 
the foster home provider is 
$220 per month for each 
foster adult. 
In order to qualify as a 
foster home there must be a 
responsible adult in the 
home full time Regulations 
stipulate that 
persons in 
foster care cannot be left 
alone more than three hours 
during the day 
Ms 
Swirczynski 
said 
many retired persons use the 
foster home program as a 
means of supplementing 


their income 
Initially the program was 
designed to care only for the 
aged ‘persons over 65). 
However, it was recently 
changed to include 
the 
disabled 
and 
blind 
categories As a result there 
are now many more persons

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Flu Death Alerts Health Officials

In February of this year, a 
new strain of human in­ 
fluenza was found in an 
outbreak of flu among army 
recruits at Fort Dix. N .J. 
This strain was labelled A- 
New Jersey or swine flu 
Though there 
was one 
death and several hundred 
cases of this flu at Fort Dix. 
cases apparently did not 
spread beyond Fort Dix. 
But, it was found that this 
new 
virus 
was 
related 
closely to the virus that is 
believed to have caused the 
severe influenza pandemic 
of 1918 -1919 in which 500,000 
deaths occurred in 
the 
United States. Also, the virus 
was related closely to the 
virus that has been cir­ 
culating in swine since 1918 - 
1919. 
As far as swine, them­ 
selves, there is no evidence 
that 
the swine 
influenza 
virus has regularly infected 
human beings since 1930, 
except in rare 
instances 
where it was acquired by 
very close contact with sick 
animals. 
The outbreak at Fort Dix 
represents 
the 
first 
documented 
human-to-h- 
uman transmission of swine 
influenza or A-New Jersey 
since 
before 
1930. 
Experience indicates that 
when a major change occurs 
in prevalent influenza 
A 
viruses, the new virus will 
rapidly spread worldwide.

Dear Dr. Greenktone. Mealtime* at our hou*e are a 


drafter I fix good food, and try to provide what everyone 
wants When I call the kids to the table, they fuss because 
they want to finiah a TV show. When they do get lo the table 
they drm't want what I have fixed, and to ! have to get up and 
fix something else Otherwise, everybody la upset. After the 
meals, no one wants to wait until all are finished, and more 
arguments follow. Help! 


Ilear Reader, Mealtimes should be some of the most en 
movable times of the day They are times that c an be fun for 
the kids and peaceful for Mom and Dad They can be times 
for sharing and discussing But. this description does not 
sound like your table, and you may be contributing to the 
confusion 
We all have ideas about what mealtimes should be like 
More often than not. these ideas are based on what we pic­ 
ture that mealtimes were like for us as c hildren, or on some 
archaic parental dictum that says meals should cir should 
not be handled in a certain way 
Try to appraise the situation as realistically as possible 
and evaluate what needs to be done, based on what is really 
important in your current and unique situation As for the 
mealtime schedule, plan to serve at a time convenient for all 
concerned, including yourself Give the respect to the 
desires of your kids in this regard, that you want for your 
self. 
If you know that a favorite TV’ show of theirs is over at 
5 30, do not serve your meals at 5:15 Set the schedule for 15 
minutes later, and save yourself a lot of grief If one favorite 
show follows another go ahead and set the meal for 5:30, 
inform the kids that “ soup is on,” and leave it at that 
They have a choice about whether they want to eat or not, 
just as you do. If they pass, it is their stomachs When they 
come lo you later with complaints of hunger, remind them of 
the choices that they made, note that they will have similar 
choices to make in the future, give them no food, and point 
out that the next meal will be served at breakfast 
Such non punitive firmness provides needed structure in 
the- child's life. and also says to him that you respect his 
ability to make c hoices about things which concern him “ I 
know you are hungry Dinner was served at 5:30. when I 
calleriyou You chose to watch television instead Next time, 
perhaps you will choose differently Breakfast w ill*be served 
in the morning " 
Once* at the* table, the food that you serve is for the most 
part the* only food available You do not run a restaurant 
and to do so, saps your energy, is unrealistic, and makes the 
mealtime very unpleasant for you I think that as kids ex 
press the desire to help in planning family menus, that such 
an experience is good 
But once the menu has been 
established, the food prepared and served, the choice of 
cuisine is no longer an open question At that point, the 
choices available are narrowed to either eating the meal or 
not eating it. 
Just as you may decide to eat cr not to eat. unless a child is 
malnuiritioned or experiencing some other medical problem 
where force-feeding is fndicated, we should respect his right 
to make similar decisions This respect, coupled with the 
realization that snacking between meals is disallowed, more 
often than not brings kids to the table to eat what is prepared 
when they a recalled It alsocutsdown on the squabbling and 
confusion Mealtimes do not end up as battlegrounds on 
which everyone loses, and during which ulcers develop 
They are looked forward to with pleasure, rather than with 
animosity 
And finally, about leaving before others are finished: I^t 
them leave What real difference can it possibly make9 And 
besides, the resulting alone* time with your husband may be 
much more valuable than any minimal “ lesson” that is 
taught your youngster by forcing him to sit longer than his 
rear end and short attention span can possibly endure

Spiders and Scorpions 
The' Black Widow and Brown Recluse Spiders, the 
Tarantula, and the Scorpion comprise the majority of an 
noying and potentially dangerous bites and stings we see in 
the Emergency Room 
The Black W idow spider is ubiquitous in the US It is coal 
black in color, with orange or red spots arranged as an 
hourglass on the body Only the female spider is dangerous 
The venom of the Black Widow is more potent than most 
snake bites, but because of the small amount injected, 
deaths are rare and usually occur only in children 
The bite may produce very little local skin reaction, hut 
systemic reactions, if they occur, will begin within a few 
hours of envenomation 
The systemic reactions include 
headache, nausea, vomiting, sweating and salivation, 
followed by chest, abdominal, and joint pain. swelling of the 
eyelids, itching, and most noticeably, muscle spasms and 


(la in 
Emergency treatment should include the application of an 
ice pack over the bite which helps relieve pain and swelling 
Although the fatality rate is low, a physician should be 
consulted if you suspect the bite is due to a Black Widow 
spider or if systemic reactions develop 
The Brown Spider also known as the Recluse Spider, was 
certainly not Little Miss Muffett's bench partner He is shy, 
non-aggressive, and bites only when disturbed Although 
fatalities are rare, they have occured in young children 
The initial bite may go unnoticed, hut localized pain may 
become severe within eight hours A bleb surrounded by 
redness forms around the bite. This sloughs off forming a 
necrotic-scabbed area which is replaced within a few weeks 
by a skin ulcer 
The wound eventually heals over by scarring in. complete 
recovery taking six to eight weeks Again, if you suspect that 
the bite is due to a Brown Spider, consult your physician 
immediately, as he may he able to decrease the amount of 
tissue destruction associated with the spider bite 
In the United States, Tarantulas are non lethal Their bite 
may produce mild swelling and pain, but no further 
problems can be expected Apply an ice pack to the bite and 
give aspirin or their substitutes for pain 
Scorpions are shy creatures which hide in cool moist 
places under rocks and wood 
They sting only when 
provoked, and consequently, children are the usual victims 
Potentially lethal species are found in Arizona. New Mexico, 
and south-eastern Ualifornia In other areas of the U S , the 
Scorpion sting produces only localized swelling and pain 
persisting for 24 to 48 hours No further problems develop, 
and treatment consists of local ice and analgesics

In a normal pancreas the 
islets produce insulin, which 
helps a person to convert 
sugar to energy In diabetes 
the 
insulin-produ cin g 
capacity is impaired 
usually a genetic fault 
and 
diabetes results 
The injected material was 
extracted from a donated 
pancreas 
The 
mature 
pancreas is shaped like a 
cow s horn and about seven 
inches long 
Najarian said his team has 
had the best results with 
pancreatic 
material 
from 
young humans 
The search is supported by 
the National 
Institute 
of 
Arthritis and 
Metabolic 
Diseases and the American 
Diabetes Association 
The humans participating 
in the trials each had been 
the recipient of a kidney 
transplant — to correct 
kidney failure, a common 
complication of diabetes.

Tall tale about 
cream in coffee

D EA R DR. LAM B - More 
than once I ’ve been assured by 
my black coffee drinking 
friends that my habit of put­ 
ting cream or lightner in my 
coffee (no sugar) is much 
harder on the stomach than 
drinking it black I'd like to 
know whether there is any 
truth in their claim — or is it 
just an "old wives' tale?" lf 
one drinks creamed coffee 
with a meal, how would the 
stomach know whether the 
cream came in with the coffee 
or perhaps the cream pie? 
D EA R R E A D E R - Old 
wives’ tale 
The important 
thing is what goes into the 
stomach, not the combination. 
If a person had m ilk in­ 
tolerance and used lots of 
light cream he might have in­ 
digestion. 
However, 
that 
would occur whether the light 
cream was used in the coffee 
or in any other food as you 
point out. 
You can tell your black 
coffee drinking friends that 
the real danger to the stomach 
is the coffee itself 
Anyone 
who has acid indigestion or 
similar problems should not 
use much coffee in any form 
For more inform ation on 
coffee I am sending you The 
Health Letter number 1-1, 
Coffee.

Ganglions are more common­ 
ly located on the back of the 
hand or the wrist. They are 
simply a sac like formation 
filled with fluid. The tendons 
have sheaths of tissue around 
them of material that looks a 
bit like the plastic wrap 
m atrial you have in the 
kitchen. If you trap some 
water in a pocket 
of the 
plastic material it will be very 
much like the cyst 
No one knows why the 
sheaths develop such a cyst 
but they are not dangerous or 
harmful Sometimes they may 
be mildly painful because of 
pressure on a nearby nerve. 
Often a small cyst can be 
broken by striking it a sharp 
blow When the cyst breaks 
the fluid runs out and it is 
usually cured. A common 
treatment is to strike it with a 
heavy book, often the Bible, 
hence the term of the "Fam i­ 
ly Bible treatment" for cysts. 
More complex or larger 
cysts may have to be removed 
surgically. Usually they will 
not recur. Of course, you have 
no guarantee that another fold 
of sheath-like tissues will not 
trap fluid and form a new 
cyst lf it is small it too can be 
broken 
There is no reason why your 
husband could not be as active 
as the rest of his health status 
permits I don't think he need 
give any special attention to 
his foot now but should con­ 
sider it cured If he should be 
unlucky enough to have a new 
cyst form it can easily be 
broken or if need be, removed 
I don’t think he needs any foot 
tubs or other special care
